Sparks from Fr. Mark 

This past May the Diocese of Rapid City 
was given a $100,000 grant to develop and 
foster better preaching and hearing of the 
Word of God in our in parishes and in our 
lives. This grant project is a program for 
clergy and laity alike. The title of the grant is 
To Preach the Good Word Well. 

In October, all of the clergy in the diocese 
filled out a survey regarding our own 
experience as preachers. The survey helped us 
look at our own habits of listening to, praying, 
and studying the Word of God. It also 
prompted us to share with one another the 
different biblical commentaries and preaching 
resources we are using. 

In December, all the laity in our diocese 
will be given an opportunity to fill out a 
survey as well. This survey will focus on how 
we hear and understand the Word of God. 
These two surveys will greatly help us 
implement the work of the grant. 

Part of the grant will be used to bring in 
experts in the fields of Scripture, Homiletics, 
Liturgy, and Theology, to help all of us 
assimilate the life-giving Word in our parishes 
and in our lives. 


Our first presenter will be Fr. Patrick 
Quinn, T.O.R., Director of the San Pedro 
Retreat Center in Orlando, Florida. Fr. Pat 
will speak will speak about the Vatican II 
Documents, the Church and Divine 
Revelation, and how all Baptized persons are 
called to holiness, ministry, and 
evangelization. The title of his presentation is 
How the Church Formed and Is Formed by 
Sacred Scripture. 

This presentation will be held in the OLPH 
Cathedral Church Hall on Friday, November 
16, from 7:00 to 9:00 p.m. and Saturday, 
November 17 from 10:00 a.m. to 12:00 p.m., 
followed by lunch. All are welcome to attend; 
come to either or both sessions. There is no 
charge. 

You may remember Fr. Pat, who has been 
to our parish several times. He will also be 
presiding and preaching at the 8:00 a.m. 
liturgy on November 18.
